("Sport in the Crimea and Caucasus'1) 
tells a good deal that is interesting about 
life in the Caucasus and about the queer 
people he met there. The beautiful 
Georgian ladies of romance he dissipates 
as mere myths; neither at Tiflis nor in 
Daghestan, nor elsewhere, did he see in 
any case & single face sufficiently beauti- 
ful to attract a second glance in London. 
A few of the women hod good features, 
but even these were devoid of eipreaion 
and so animal in appearance as fairly to 
justify the Turkish belief in then-soul- 
less condition. Of course, one would 
reasonably expect as much; still, it is 
always sad to feel that one more 
cherished belief has been rudely shat- 
tered before one's face. Living in rongh 
forest huts with peasants or woodmen, 
Mr.Phillippa-WooUeyhad many glimpses 
of the mteinal economy of Cossacks and 
Circassians, and his account of lus stay 
at Golovinsky, where h* had lodged in a 
telegraph shanty, surrounded or utter 
wilderness, is one of Ihe most amufling 
parts of his book. Black bread and pork 
fat were tlie only available foodstuffs, 
and when good luck brought in a bear 
or two the bear must clearly ha\e been 
spoiled in the cooking, and our author 
(who is not bv any means given to quar- 
reling with his food) complains that 
they tasted like "boiled black whip- 
cord." We have never tried whipcord, 
but can testify from experience tuat 
good bear's ham, properly treated, is a 
real luxury. Of Tiflis, which represents 
the civilization of the isthmus, we get a 
very bright and readable description. 
The town is thoroughly Oriental m 
oharcter, filled with Tartars, Georgians, 
and Persians in their national costumes, 
and but little marred as yet by European 
houses or the tall hat of the boulevard 
propriety. The long strings of soft- 
footed camels, ladeu with high bales 
and crossing the moonlit bridges on the 
arst night Mr. Phillipps-Woolley spent 
in the town, gave a very Eastern tinge 
to the scene. Even here, however, the 
picturesqneness of local costume is 
doomed, for a German colony is estab- 
lished on the spot, the railway from Poti 
brings Paris fashions in its train, and 
new villas of the Western Jtype are fast 
springing up among the Asiatic architec- 
ture of the town.

Mammoth Cave. 


One's general idea of a cave is that of 


an open space under ground, or in a 
mountainside. Mammoth Cave is made 
up of passages, avenues aud tortuous 
crooks rather than of vast open spaces. 
You can take the short route (seven 
miles), to be done it two hours, the long 
(sixteen miles), to be done in four, or the 
combined, to be done in from five to 
twelve or more. We chose the com- 
bined. There are avenues down which 
one could drive a coach and four if fairly 
cleared up on the floor. There are 
places that are mere cracks, justly named 
"fat man's misery," " tall mans abase- 
ment " and "corkscrews." Hero is the 
River Styx, Lake Lethe and EchoBiver, 
running under an arch BO low that a 
little rise in the water renders passage 
impossible. Sometimes it rises unex- 
pectedly and leaves parties in the dark 
beyond the arches unable to return til) 
the water subsides. I saw the eyeless 
fish of these dark rivers ; their principle 
use in this world being to serve Dr. 
Bushnell for an illustration in his ser- 
mon on "the extirpation of unused 
faculties." 
Here and there amid these long pas- 


sages are open spaces called "domes," 
where the water-carved rook rises ninety, 
or a hundred, or a hundred and thirty 
feet from the floor. Whenthase pieces 
are lighted up by the brilliant Bengal 
lights they are both weird and grand, 
'i'he variety of formations m tlie cave 
suroasses any thing I have ever wit- 
nessed. In most caves the stalactite 
and stalagmite systems are easily under- 
stood but the lower ends are delicately 
grooved in various directions, by what 
process it is impossible to imagine. In- 
termingled with these ham-like figures 
are variously-sized guttse, as delicate1 j 
cut as those of the Greeks on the 
Parthenon. 
In some parts of the cave the gypsum 


has crystallized into snow-balls that glit 
ter over the whole roof; In other plae,"- 
there are delicate flowers, some eight 
inches in diameter. Tlie stalactite pil 
lars are comparatively few, but i wed 
ingly curious.

dozen form a kind of bower in wliwl, 
four couples have been marueu. The 
first bride had promised her mother uol 
to be married while she lived on caith.

Joseph C. Palmer, a California 


pioneer, and at one time a banker 
and politician, died yesterday in 
Oakland at the age of (53. Mr. Pal- 
mer, in the early days of California, 
was a member of the firm of Palmer, 
Cook & Co., a bank which did an im- 
mense business, tmd whose influence 
was felt throughout the State. To 
show his readiness io adopt original 
methods in an emergency, it is rela- 
ted that once a depositor called to 
draw a large sum of money ($28,000) 
from the bank. Mr. Palmer's con- 
sent was necessary, bnt he had been 
called away to attend some duty at 
a lumber-yard some miles or more 
from the bank Thither the depos- 
itor hastened and made known his 
wants and the necessity of having 
them attended to at once. Mr. Pal- 
mer conld find neither pen, pencil, 
ink, or paper. Bnt without a mo- 
ment's hesitation he picked up a 
shingle, borrowed a piece of red 
chalk, and with it wrote a check on 
the shingle in large and distinct let- 
ters "for $28,000. This was good 
when presented for all the money the 
depositor had in bank, and it proved 
an exceedingly good advertisement 
for Palmer.
